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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 14 October 2005 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1.97(d) because it lacks the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(p). However, 
authorization to charge the Applicants' Deposit Account in order to pay the required fee 
was given in an telephonic interview with Karen S. Canady on 20 October 2005. 
Therefore, the information disclosure statement has been placed in the application file, 
and the information referred to therein has been considered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1, 23, 29, and 51 have been amended. Claims 3, 5, 31, 33, and 57-110 
have been cancelled. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-30, 32, and 34-56 are pending. 

3. Applicants' arguments, see Remarks, pages 11-13, filed 10 October 2005, with 
respect to claims 1, 23, 29, and 51 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of claims 1, 2, 4, 6-30, 32, and 34-56 
have been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-30, 32, and 34-56 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent Claims 1, 23, 29, and 51 : Say, the closest prior art reference, does not 
teach determining whether a most recent of the series of physiological characteristic 
values is within a qualifying range, and calculating a slope of a line fit to the series of 
physiological characteristic values [F (emphasis added) the most recent of the series of 
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physiological characteristic values is within the qualifying range. Say teaches away 
form Applicants' invention because it teaches indicating a hyperglycemic or 
hypoglycemic condition is likely to occur simply when the rate or acceleration of 
increasing or decreasing analyte levels occur. Say does not provide a suggestion or a 
motivation to modify this approach by making the calculation of a slope of a line fit to the 
series of physiological characteristic values conditional on the level of a most recent of 
the series of physiological characteristic values.
